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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Dorchester  School  Board: 

This  is  my  eleventh  and  final  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  schools  in  Dorchester.  The  report  is  brief 
and  presents  a  discussion  of  only  three  major  items 
for  your  consideration  and  information. 

The  a,verage  mem.  ber ship  of  the  Cheever  Schoo*] 
for  the  year  wliich  ended  June  30,  1953,  was  15.33. 
That  num.ber  included  one  tuition  pupil  from  the  Town 
of  Groton  During'  the  year  1952-53,  the  total  expend- 
iture for  elementary  school  purposes  Was  $4,772.77. 
If  the  total  expenditure  is  divided  by  the  average 
membership,  we  find  that  the  per  pupil  cost  was 
$311.34.  That  amount  is  considerably  above  the  State 
average  per  pupil  cost.  This  does  not  indicate  that 
your  school  was  operated  inefficiently  or  extravagant- 
ly. It  does  mean  that  with  the  small  number  of  pupils 
and  the  absolutelv  necessary  expenditures  that  must 
be  made,  a  high  per  pupil  cost  can  never  be  a- 
voided.  With  the  same  total  expenditure  we  could 
ea=!iiv  have  taken  care  of  at  least  ten  more  pupils 
which  wouM  have  made  a  substancial  reduction  in 
the  per  puril  cost.  This  experience  encountered  year 
after  year  has  given  rise  to  innuirv  that  has  frequent- 
ly been  made  of  me  as  to  whether  it  would  be  cheaper 
for  Dorchester  to  pay  tuiti'^n  and  transportation  to 
some  other  towni.  As  a  matter  of  dollars  and  cents 
only,  it  undoub^edlv  would  be  less  expensive  but  there 
are  o^"her  considerations.  At  the  present  time,  the 
only  other  to^vp  which  has  amn^e  space  for  Dorchest- 
er pupils  is  Wentworth.  How  Ion  or  that  will  be  true 
no  one  can  fortell.  R;umney  ig  already  over-crowded 
with  her  own  children.  If  the  experience  of  Dorchester 
proved  similar  to  that  of  manv  other  communities, 
there  would  be  considerable  hesitation  about  giving 
up  the  local  school.  Unless  uenpxected  developments 
occur,  Dorchester  seems  likelv  to  have  a  small  school 


enrollment  for  a  long  time. 

In  the  early  fall  of  this  year,  the  School  Board 
placed  an  order  for  four  new  desks  and  chairs  on 
which  December  delivery  was  promised.  This  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  In  general,  the  desks  and 
chairs  which  your  children  are  using  should  have  been 
thrown  away  years  ago.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  pro- 
gram of  gradual  replacement  of  old  school  furniture 
with  new  will  be  continued  until  every  Dorchester  child 
has  a  modern  desk  and  chair  suitable  for  his  size. 

Aftei-  several  years  of  waiting  and  considerable 
planning,  the  Cheever  Schocl  building  has  been  put 
in  good  condition.  The  importance  of  neat  and  at- 
tractive school  surroundings  cannot  be  over-estimated 
when  one  coinsiders  the  effect  they  have  on  the  atti- 
tude and'  interest  of  pupils. 

During  the  nearly  eleven  years  of  my  service  in 
the  Dorchester  School,  more  money  has  been  spent 
on  textbook  material  than  for  any  of  the  lesser  items 
of  school  expense.  At  the  present  time,  changes  are 
under  way  to  bring  our  textbooks  up  to  date  in  the 
fields  of  reading,  spelling,  and  social  studies.  All 
first  grade  reading  material  is  of  the  most  recent  ed- 
ition and  the  same  will  be  true  of  second  grade  next 
September.  New  sDelling  'has  been  introduced  in 
grades  two  through  five  and  will  be  extended  through 
grades  six  and  seven  next  September.  As  soon  as 
possible,  the  gradual  replacement  of  English  text- 
books bv  more  recent  editions  should  be  undertaken. 
All  textbook  refvlacement  has  to  be  grad^u;ally  but 
steadily  accomplished  if  we  are  to  avoid  unusually 
heavy  expenditures  in  any  one  year. 

The    cheerful     cooperaltdon  of  all    School    Board 
members  has  been  verv  much  appreciated.    The  teach- 
ers I  have  worked  with  in  the  Cheever  School  have 
done  their  utmost  to  help  children  be  successful.

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Explanation  of  Superintendent's  Salary 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1853,  requires  that 
school  district  annual  reports  show  the  total  amount 
paid  to  the  superintendent  as  per  the  following  quo- 
tation: REPORTS.  Each  superintendent  of  a  super- 
visory union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  showing 
the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  which  re- 
port shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  derived  from  the 
per  capita  tax  and  the  amount  paid  directly  by  each 
school  district  in  the  union." 

One  half  of  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro-rated 
among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union  on  the 
basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One  half  is  pro-rated  on 
the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  schools 
for  the  previous  school  year,  ending  June  30.  For  the 
school  year  1952-53,  the  superintendent  in  Union  No. 
48  received  a  salary  of  $5350  which  was  made  up  as 
follows :  ^2275  paid  from  the  per  capita  tax.  e.nd  $3075 
pro-rated  among  the  several  school  districts.  An  al- 
lowance of  $750  fo;-  travel  withir  the  union  was  also 
pro-rated  as  stated!  above.

The  Marco  Audiometer,  which  was  purchased 
through  the  subscriptions  of  organizations  within 
Union  No.  48  school  district,  is  proving  very  adequate 
in  screening  children  who  need  medical  attention  be- 
cause of  poor  hearing. 

I  have  made  10  schdol  calls,  12  home  calls,  and 
innumerable  business  and  phone  calls,  and  written 
many  letters  in  carrying  on  the  health  program  in 
the  schools. 

Healthful  living,  based  on  the  prevention  of  ill- 
ness, is  being  taught  by  the  teachers.  As  one  has  said, 
"To  cure  is  the  voice'  of  the  past;  to  prevent,  the  di- 
vine whisper  of  today." 

I  thank  the  School  Board,  Superintendent,  Teach- 
ers, Children  and  Parents  for  their  kind  help  during 
the  past  year.
